In most casel8|BE or WBE bidder on a
contract will meet one of the goals by virtue df thiork it performs on the contract with its owndes. However, all the work
that is performed by the MBE or WBE bidder and ather similarly certified subcontractors will couotvard the goal. The
MBE or WBE bidder shall list itself along with abBE or WBE subcontractors, if any, in order to rigeecredit toward the
goals.

Adequate good faith efforts mean that the biddek tall necessary and reasonable steps to achievgod which, by their
scope, intensity, and appropriateness, could redétyhe expected to obtain sufficient MBE/WBE paptation. Adequate good
faith efforts also mean that the bidder activelgt aggressively sought MBE/WBE participation. Mpre forma efforts are not
considered good faith efforts.

(2) A bidder using good business judgment woulds@ter a number of factors in negotiating with suticactors,
including MBE/WBE subcontractors, and would taki@ma’s price and capabilities as well as contrashlg
into consideration. However, the fact that themyrne some additional costs involved in finding asthg
MBES/WBEs is not in itself sufficient reason fobialder’s failure to meet the contract MBE or WBEaty
as long as such costs are reasonable. Also, ilitgy abdesire of a prime contractor to perfornetvork of a
contract with its own organization does not relidve bidder of the responsibility to make goodHfatforts.
Bidding contractors are not, however, required ¢oept higher quotes from MBEsS/WBEs if the price
difference is excessive or unreasonable.

Not rejecting MBES/WBEs as being unqualifiedhsut sound reasons based on a thorough invesiigafi their
capabilities. The bidder’s standing within itsustty, membership in specific groups, organizatiang@ssociates and
political or social affiliations (for example, umovs. non-union employee status) are not legitintateses for the
rejection or non-solicitation of bids in the biddeefforts to meet the project goal.

Making efforts to assist interested MBEs/WBE®btaining bonding, lines of credit, or insuramaserequired by the
recipient or bidder.

Making efforts to assist interested MBEs/WBIBsobtaining necessary equipment, supplies, maseral related
assistance or services.

Effectively using the services of available writty/women community organizations; minority/womeantractors’
groups; Federal, State, and local minority/womesiriess assistance offices; and other organizatisradlowed on a
case-by-case basis to provide assistance in th&traent and placement of MBEs/WBEs. Contact withidays from
the bid opening the Business Opportunity and Wanc& Development Unit &BE @ncdot.gowvto give notification
of the bidder’s inability to get MBE or WBE quotes.

Any other evidence that the bidder submits whiahwshthat the bidder has made reasonable goodefdttis to meet
the MBE and WBE goal.

(1) The fees or commissions charged by a MBE/WBfA for providing ebona fide service, such as professional,
technical, consultant, or managerial servicespiopfoviding bonds or insurance specifically regdifor the

a DOT-assisted contract, provided the fees or casions are determined to be reasonable and natsixee
as compared with fees and commissions customaialyed for similar services.

(2) With respect to materials or supplies purchaseoch a MBE/WBE, which is neither a manufacturer ao
regular dealer, count the entire amount of feeormissions charged for assistance in the procureofi¢he
materials and supplies, or fees or transportatianges for the delivery of materials or suppliegineed on a
job site (but not the cost of the materials andoap themselves), provided the fees are determtiodu
reasonable and not excessive as compared witltdegsmarily allowed for similar services.

the work it is actually performing and the MBE/WEBEedit claimed for its performance of the work, amy other
relevant factors.
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(B) MBE/WBE Utilization in Trucking

This, however, magt mlways be possible due to the limitation of §rin the
area. If the MBE or WBE firm shows a good faittioef has been made to reach out to similarly dedif
transportation service providers and there is ter@st or availability, and they can get assistdraa other
certified providers, the Engineer will not hold thgme liable for meeting the goal.
